1 FOR SOME MONTHS TAIWAN'S LEADERSHIP HAS REFRAINED FROM 
OFFICIAL COMMENT ON U.S. ACTIONS CONCERNING THE PRC AND 
TAIWAN, BUT ON JUNE 15 AN INTERVIEW WAS GRANTED TO AP 
WRITER TINA CHOU BY A "HIGH RANKING FOREIGN MINISTRY 
OFFICIAL." (WE UNDERSTAND THE OFFICIAL WAS POLITICAL 
VICE MINISTER FRED CHIEN, ACCOMPANIED BY C.J. CHENG, 
DIRECTOR OF NORTH AMERICAN AFFAIRS.) WE PRESUME THAT 
THE TEXT OF THE STORY ENTITLED "TAIWAN OFFICIALLY CONCERNED 
ABOUT HAIG VISIT IS AVAILABLE TO ADDRESSEES. THE INTER- 
VIEW, WHICH EXPRESSED TAIWAN'S WELL KNOWN CONCERNS, WAS 
IN MILDER TERMS THAN WHAT CHIEN HAS RECENTLY BEEN SAYING 
TO VISITING JOURNALISTS HE TOLD NYT CORRESPONDENT HENRY 
KAMM RECENTLY THAT TAIWAN WAS LOSING ITS PATIENCE WITH THE 
LIMITED OFFICIAL USE 
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REAGAN ADMINISTRATION AND HE TOLD THE FEER STRINGER "HE 
HOPED THE USG SEES THAT ANY DEALINGS OR DISCUSSIONS ABOUT 
TAIWAN SHOULDNT BE CONDUCTED BEHIND ITS BACK."

THEIR FRIENDS IN THE US TO BE SUFFICIENTLY AWARE OF THEIR 
WORRY SO THAT THEY WOULD STIMULATE STATEMENTS SUPPORTING 
TAIWAN- BUT AT THE SAME TIME THEY WISHED TO AVOID LOCAL 
PRESS COVERAGE WHICH WOULD REVEAL THEIR ANXIETY TO THE 
LOCAL POPULATION IT LOOKS NOW AS THOUGH THE CONCERN 
ABOUT THE SITUATION IN THE US HAS OUTWEIGHED THE DESIRE 

TO KEEP THE LOCAL POPULATION REASSURED. THOMAS 
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
